It is obvinus 
that the transaction is a mere exchange 
of credits the farmer exchanges his 
credit against that of the bank and 
pSys seven per cent. for the difference, 
when his own credit is #0 perfectly good 
that hie responsible neighbor indorses: 
his note for nothing. The bank takes 
seventy dollars for doing what the in- 
dorsing neighbor freely does without 
compensation ; the indorser certifying 
the credit of the borrower to the bank, 
and the bank, in turn, certifying it to 
the community by putting its own notes | 
in the place of his. It is an illusion to 
suppose that the bank lends him mMOney ; 
it only lends its own credit. If the bank 
was organized on a specie basis, and paid 
specieon demand for its notes, the case 
would be varied, for the next day, or. 
within the next ten days, the notes 
might come back for payment, and the 
loan would thus become a loan of money, 
and not merely of the bank's own credit. 
When the national banks thus exchange 
notes with their customers, giving their 
own notes without Interest for the notes 
of their customers with, they are limited, 
itia true, te the issue of such notes as 
they have deposited bonds for in the cur- | 
rency bureau at Washington, Bul those 
deposited bonds yields the bank precisely 
the same income that similar bonds do 
to private bolders. The banks are vo 
more entitled to a bonus from the com-.

The right of the ¢itizen to bis personal 
liberty, except When restrained of it upon 
a charge of crime, and for the purpose of 
juticial investication, or under the com. 
mand of the law pronounced through a 
judicial tribunal, is ove of those elewen- 
tary fects which lie at the foundation of 
our political structure.

It cannot be denied that, when this 
plaintiff was arrested, without writ or 
warrant, and conveyed by the marshal 
tothe city of New York, and then de 
livered not into the custody of the law, 
upon acriminal charge. but toa military 
officer, to be imprisoned ip

The body in New Orleans was estab- 
lished some years ago by JAMES ForL- 
Houze. It hasafew Lodges and other 
bodies under it, all of which the Grand 
Lodge of Louisiana and the Supreme 
Council at Charieston denounce 4s ille- 
gal and spurious. The persons who are 
of its obedience are not recognized as 
Masons by any reguiar body in the 
United States. Mr. FouLHOUZE was ¢z- 
pelitd by the Grand Orient of France, 
(which made bim a 33d) for establishing 
a body pretending to be a Supreme 
Council, within the jurisdiction of that 
of Charleston. 

We do not know that GARIBALDI ever 
regulariy received the 33d degree. A 
patent wassent him by one Henry J. 
SEYMOUR, who is the head in this coun- 
try of the Rite of Memphis, which gave 
ninety or more degrees by simply declar- 
ing a man invested with them, or by 
sending bim a patent for them. Now, we 
believe, they have reduced their degrees 
to thirty-three. SEYMOUR was expelled 
from the Supreme Council of the 33d de- 
gree in New York, in 1865, for propaga- 
ting the Rite of Memphis, a Rite which 
the Grand Orient of France has refused 
to recognize, except in the first three 


It will be wise for Radical newspapers 
to Jet the subject of colored Masons 
alone. The Lodges and Grand Lodges 
in the Northern States have always re- 
fused to recognise negroes as Masons, 
and bave always denied that the negro 
Lodges had any legitimacy. Whenever 
it is attempted to introduce negroes into 
Masonic Lodges,a hundred thousand 
Masons in the North, who are Radicals, 
will oppose it to the bitter end. 

No man can be made a Mason in 
America, lawfully, who is not free-born. 
This of itself excludes most of the ne- 
groes. The attempt to lug politics into 
Masonry, and make freedmen into Ma- 
sons, will prove pretty disastrous, when 
it is attempted. The body in New Or- 
leans has done it, because it had nearly 
died out. 

Negre Royal Arch Masons and Tem- 
plars are utter/y illegitimate and spuri- 
ous. None of them ever received the 
degree legally, nor was any body of them 
ever established by competent authority. 

There is a Grand Consistary of the 32d 
degree in Louisiana, for the State, which 
is the governing body of the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite in the State, 
and of which SAMUEL H. Topp is Com- 
mander-in-Chief. This is under the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Couneil of 
the 33d degree, for the Southern juriadic- 
tion of the United States, whose 
Bee is at Charleston, South Carolina. 
There are po legitimate Scottish Rite 
Masons in the United States, except 
those of the obedience of that Supreme 
Council, and the one for the Northern 
jurisdiction of the United States at 
Boston; and neither these nor the bodies 
under them recognize the Foulbouze an‘ 
Chaseaienac people or those of the Rite 
of Memphis: por are vegro Masons recog- 
mized any where in the country by any 
reguiar Masons. The Radical journals 
are meddling with matters they know 
nothing about.

That congre-s has 
no gight, by its own acts, to divest these 
rights is universally conceded, and we 
are unable to perceive the difference 
in principle, between an act seeking 
ta divest them directly and one pro- 
viding that, when they have been di 
vested by unlawful violence, no remedy 
shall be bad against the wrong doer. 
Suppose congress should pass av law that 
no action should be against United 
States marshals for any illegal acts there 
tofore done by them under color of their 
office, anda marshal should be sved for 
having, before the passage of the law 
illegally taken the goods of ope person 
under an execution against another. 
Can it be suppored such an act would be 
a defense toa suit brought for the tres- 
pass” And there is no differénee, in 
principle, between euch legislation aud 
that now under consideration. 

In 1862, op the facte disclosed by thi- 
record, one citizen of Tinols committed 
a trespass upon the rights of another, for 
which the laws of Illinois then gave, and 
now give, aright of action.

THE METROPOLITAN POLICES YSTE™ 
—IT DOES NOT WORK WELL IN NEW 
YORK. 

The New York Wor/d says:

That was 
the end of it. What is the use of hunt- 
ing up a thief, here? The night before, 
three or four persons endeavored to force 
an eutrance into the bouse on Main, at 
the corner of Pontotoc. The inmates 
were on the alert, luckily, five or six 
pistol-ebote were fired, and the burglars 
retreated. Nobody thought it worth 
mentioning in the papers, Whenever 
the Police latch a burglar, we'll publish 
the fact. Do the police ever arrest any 
negroes for carrying concealed weapons? 

We should like to see a statoment of 
‘the losses brought to the attention of 


the pretense that the offending persons | 
were belligerents or public enemies. If 
this plamtitf was guilty of the charge 


severe pubishment, but he should bave 
been pupished in eonformity to law. 

It should be remembered that the ques- 
tion before us ia one of power, simply, on 
the part of the executive, and not of 
deserving on the part of the plaintiff. 

If the president could rightfully arrest 
him by military force, and consign him, 
without process or trial, to a fortress in 
the harbor of New York, be could do the 
same thing to any other person in the 
state of Iilinvis, however innocent of 
crime. Thia plaintiff may have been 
disloyal, and seeking to aid the rebels, 
but the most loyal citizen might bave 
been seized and sent away in the same 
summary manner. 

As po charge is made, no judicial inves- 
tigation had, it is left entirely to the ca- 
price of the government to determine 
what persons ehall be arrested. The 
power to thus arrest being once con- 
ceded, every man in the stele, from the 
governor down to the humblest citizen, 
would bold his liberty at the mercy of 
the military officer in command. For it 
is to be borne in mind that this pewer 
is not one to be exercised only by the 
highest officers of the government, in 
whose hands it might be exercised with 
moderation. it is claimed for the presi- 
dent as commander-in chief, aud as in- 
cident toa state of war, or martial law, 
and may be exercised by the military 
officer in command in any district, 
without reference to his rank, as right- 
fully aa by the president himself. Ile 
might be afraid to exercise it without 
orders from bis superior, but if it exists 
at all it belongs to him as weil as the 
president. 

This theory then, pushed to its logical! 
results, is this: That whenever the gov- 
ernment is engaged in suppressing a re- 
bellion in Fiorida, or waging war on the 
frontiers of Maine, martial Jaw may be 
enforced in Illinois, where there is 
neither war por public enemy, and 
where the courts are daily administering 
justice; and every citizen of the state 
shall bold bis iiberty and property at the 
whim and discretion of the military 
officer in command. 

The proposition thus stated in its naked- 
ness may well startle us when we remem- 
ber how liawie we are to be involved in 
war. But it is not true, for it is utterly 
at variance with the most cherished ob- 
jects of the constitution, and ite most 
aolemn prohibitions. 

We ere not uncovuscious of the fact that 
the decision which weare obliged to 
make in the present cause,on the facts 
appearing in the record, atiributes to our 
lute lamented president the unlawful 
exercise of power, and therefore !mplies 
a certain degree of censure. None can 
bave a higher appreciation than the 
wem bers of the eourt of the unselfish pa- 
triotiem, and purity of motive, of that 
great magistrate. If he exercised a power 
not given by the constitution, he un 
doubtedly did so under a full conviction 
of its pecessity ig the extraordiuary 
emergencies wherein lie was called to 
act. But neither our honor for his mem- 
ory, bor our confidence In his honesty, 
can be permitted tosway our judgment 
here. The questions presented by this 
record must be decided by us as questions 
of abstract law. If this plaintiff bas 
been unlawfully restrained of iis liberty, 
he has the right to call upon us so to de- 
clare, without fear, favor or affection. 

Our attention has been calied by the 
counsel for the defendants, lo two acts of 
conwreas, the firstof which, passed March 
8, 1863, provides in its four sections: That 
any order of the president, or under his 
authurity, made at any time during the 
existence of the present rebellion, shall 
be a defense in ai! courts, to any action 
cr presecution, civil or criminal, pending 
or to be commenced, for aby search, 
seizure, @riest or imprisonment made, 
done or Ccomuitted, or acts omitted to Le 
done, woder and by virtue of such order, 
or under color of any law of congress:

CORRESPONDENCE OF THE APPEAL. 
STEAMER HAWKEYESTATE, 
Miseissipr! RIVER, NEAB LACKOssh, Wis., 
August 7, isé7. 
Editors Memphis Appeal : 


Since we left St. Louis our course of 


travel has been filled with delightful in- 
cidents, and the pleasures that naturally 
arise during a voyage on @ river that is 
bordered by such ever-changing and 
varied scenery as that of the upper 
Mississippi. Tourists are usually very 
rapturous in their descriptions of the 
panorama exbibited on a journey of this 
character. There is much to make them 
so, whether the views are taken in 4 ro- 
mantic or utilitarian sense. Along the 
beautiful expanse of these rich and 
fertile valleys, and over all the magnifi- 
cent reaches of undulating hills, there 


are constantly visible, over @ stretch of 
bundreds of miles, the most gratifying 
evidences of the thrift and industry of 


the western people. Immense farms, 
covered with wheat and the most luxu- 


rious growth of corn, appear‘ every- 
where: villages, towns and cities are 
constantly in sight. The labor of the 
husbandman is visible on every point 
that can be made available. Enterprise 
seems to have made this section the 


especial domain, where the most flatter- 


ing results of wealth and comfort can be 


obtained. From St. Louisto LaCrosse, 


near which city we are pow sailing, the 
river scenery is MonOtonOUs, and presents 


much sameness of outlines and features, 
yet it is very beautiful. Theriver main- 
tains a broad expanse of water hardly 
varying in width throughout its whole 
ourse. Innumerable islands stud the 
surface, presenting the most pleasing va- 
riety of obstructions to the view. At 
intervals maguificent vista stretch out 
before the vision, the dim blue outlines 
of the bluffs croes them and sbut off the 
view. Often the course of (he channel, 
as it winds between the islands, seems to 
be closed against our progress; we turp 


a point, and a magnificent view of water 


curprises us into exclamations of delight. 
The irregular outlines of biutl-, that 
border the river, garnish it as a beautiful 
framework. The prairies, fertile bills 
and hights, are covered with luxuriant 
herbsege and crowned with fine houses, 
barns, etc. Villages are covstantly in 
sight, and around them especially, there 
are Doticeable finely cultivated farms, on 
which innumerable fields of wheat gleam 
in every direction. This cereal seems to 
be especially the favorite production of 
all this upper country. From St. Louis 
to Davenport, the fields bave been cut 
and cleared, and all the wheat is fu 
stacks and barus or threshed, byt from 
Davenport northward, there is @ great 
deal of grain yet unripe and unharvested. 
About Dubugue, the barvest has just 
begun. Thence to Ja Crosse, the reapers 
are at work, though there is very little 
of the crop ripe. Ten days or two weeks 


will elapse before the barvest will be in 
full operation. The yield of grain in this 
section is enormous. The season has 
been very late, yet more propitious other- 
' wise than for many years previous to the 
present. The usual yield is reckoned at 
twenty to thirty, or more, bushels of 


wheat tothe acre. A great many fields 
contain several hundreds of acres, The 
smooth, leve! prairie surface is free from 


‘obstructions, henge manner of ma- 


chinery that is available is used to save 
muscle and secure the crops quickly. A 
wonderful variety of reaping machines 
are in use for this purpose. The greater 
pumber of the threshers combine win- 
nowing mills and separators in the same 


machine. They are placed on wheels, 


and can be removed from point to point 


ike an ordinary wagon. Throughout all 
this section the farmers use steam en- 
| gines for running these machines, and 
thereby the work is done very raptdty. 


The engines.are light, set on ordinary 
wheels, and are easily moved from field 
to field. They are used ajso for 
all manner of farm Use, such as sawing 
wood, grinding food for stock,ete. Thus 
these appliances are pot only made to 
subserve the uses of the farm, secure the 


crops quickly aud advantageously, but 
curtail largely the expenses of labor. 


The principal grain produce of al) this 


upper country is spring wheat. The 


flour of it ranks as alow grade, and is 
sold in the St. Louis market at about two 
dollars a barrel less than winter wheat, 
or that which is raised below the fortieth 


degree of latitude, shipments 


of produce are 
already to seek the lower river markets. 
There bas been such an abundance, such 
an evormous surplus of grains raised 
everywhere this year, that prices must 
necessarily be reduced to low figures. 
There are numerous evidences of won- 


derful improvement visibie every where 
along the river. The cities on the Iilindis 


side, from St. Louis te Keokuk, are 


‘thriving and rapidly increasing. Quincy, 


for example, is one of the most beauti- 


fally and substantially built cities on the 
river. It is situated on a very high biuff, 
has magpificent residences, stores and 
churches, is built of bricks and stone, bas 


an admirably arranged system of rail. 
ways and steamboat lives, is rapidiy 
increasing in population and importance, 
and is improving steadily aud substan- 


tially. [tis bandsomely built, beautifully 
located on a bigh and airy bluil, and has 


a promise of asplendid future in prospect. 
There are numerous beautifully built 
villages alopg the Missouri shore, above 
St. Louis, but some peculiar conditions 


of tbe late war has bad a strangulating 


influence on their prosperity. At 
present the contemptible and de- 
vrading radical misrule that afflicts 
the state like an incubus en its fenergies, 
and prevents its resources from being 
developed, is rather disposed to cause its 
every interest to retrogade than to foster 
and improve its immense advantages, 
As the result of Fletcher’s contemptible 
barbariem, militia despotism, etc, the 
beautiful towers of Louisiana, Hannibal, 
LaGrauge, Canton, Alexandria, and 
other places, that were once very pros 
perous are now aftlicted and stupefied 
with oxpolitiea! nightmare. Above Ke- 
okuk, the improving towns aad cities 
are all on the lowa shore. Business is 
the very deadestin all the God-forsaken 


213m and dilapidated villages, and aborted 
| cities on the Illinois side. In many of 
them, the only improvement of the past 


ten years, that is visible, isthat the 
houses that fell down or were burned,etc., 
have, perhaps, been replaced by new 
and well built structures. The genii of 
the camp andthe mine have mn at 
work on the Jowa side. Luxuriant fields 
are visible constantly ; fine buildings ap- 
ar eVerywhere; the citles are splen- 
didly built, and improving in the most 
substantial manrer. The public 
buildings are imposing and elegant 
structures, pot onl orpamental, 
but very substantial. ailways stretch 
their long iron fingers far into the inte- 


rior and gather to these grainary depots 


the golded treasures of immense fields. 
The levees are solid and well adapted to 
the uses of commerce. Warehouses are 
located -cenvenientiy to boats, railways 
and business centers. Every conve- 
nience that inventive genius Can secure 
is applied to make busicess advantageous 
to all parties concerned, Of this charac- 
ter, especially, are Muscatine, Daven- 
port and Dubuque. The former is espe- 
cially one of the most thriving and im- 
ortant cities that ia visible from a boat. 
Davenport has increased at least three 
or four times in size and population dur- 
ing the past ten years. It has magnificent 
buildings, fine stores and delightful resi- 
dences. [ts streets are well laid out, and 
resent a neat aud smooth appearance. 

he entire city is very attractive, is a 
good buisness point, and rapidly improv- 
ing. As an episode, we were treated 
here lo en example of the fondness of 
these people for the begro.

a physical action, changing the constitu- 
tion of the land. The action of the lime 
is thus excessively complex, and its good 
effects can only be explained by studying 
attentively the special circumstances 
under which they are produced. The 
grand fact proven by the present 
researches of this agricultural savan 
is, that there exists in this mould, 
as well as in the form of organie 
matters, a host of substances com- 
pletely inert for vegetation, until the 
moment when some proper agent renders 
them assimilable by plants. The con- 
tinuance of experiments upon the method 
devised by Boussingault, can alone clear 
up these excessively complex facts, and 
point out to our agriculturists the most 
effective process. Thediscovery of meth- 
ods whieh conduct to truth, is often the 
greatest service that can be rendered to 
acience and to art.

THE PAVING OF P MAIN STREET 


CALLED VG OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL VESTER- 
DAY AFTERNOON. 


The Proposed Agreement Be- 
tween the City and the 
Street Ratiroad Company 
Referred to a Special 
Committee. 


A called meeting of the board of mayor 
and aldermen was held at the council 
chamber yesterday afternoon. The board 
was called to order at half past three 
o'clock. There were present Hon. Henry 
J. Lynn, mayor pro tem., Chairman 
Hulbert, Aldermen Powers, Glancy, 
Cocbran, Amis, Holst, O'Donnell, Shaw, 
Lemon, Smith and Passmore. 


r The chairman stated that the meeting 


had been called by the mayor, for the 
purpose of taking into consideration the 
difficulty existing between the city au- 
thorities and the city railroad company. 

The city attorney read, for the consid- 
eration of the board, adraft of agreement 
or contract to be entered into between the 
parties, which would facilitate thespeedy 
laying of the pavement on Main street, 
and leave the matters now in dispute for 
future adjudication by the courts. 

Alderman Amis moved that the mayor 
be empowered to sign the contract. 

Alderman Shaw was fearful that the 
road, iflaid according to the terms of the 
contract, would not be beneficial, as it 
would net be water-tight. 

Alderman Cochran was in favor of re- 
ferring the matter to aspecial committee 
of five to report at the next regular meet- 
ing. 

Alderman Smith thought the best 
course to pursue was to petition the leg- 
islature to so amend the act as to place 
the matter more under the immediate 
control of the city authorities. 

Alderman Shaw was in favor of the 
reference, as suggested by Alderman 
Cochran. 

Alderman Glancy desired to have Main 
street paved at once, and if necessary to 
do so, tear up the track and let the com- 
pany fix it at their own expense. 

Alderman Smith said’ that the street 
railroad had laid their tracks and altered 
them without asking or referring to the 
board in any single vase. 

Alderman Powers was in favor of a 
compromise. The question as to which 
was the most proper rail to be used was 
a vexed one, and not easily settied, and 
the longer it was deferred the worse the 
city would be off. 

Alderinan Aimis still opposed the refer- 
ence. The coniract providell to have 
the paving done and the matter settled in 
the eourts. 

The city attorney, by permission of the 
board, explained at some length the ob- 
ject and purpose of the contract. The 
motion of Alderman Cochran was adopt- 
ed by a vote of 6 to 4. 

Shaw, Amis, Cochran, Passmore and 
Powers were appointed the committee in 
accordance with the resolution. A com 
munication was read from the city regis- 
ter, accompanied by communications 
from the city attorney aud acting Mavor 
Lynn, in reference to the amount 
charged as licenses for tipplinge houses,

Shirley, and the model was made by that 
other well known gentleman and boat 
builder, Capt. Prime Emerson, now of 
St. Louis. The Arkansas was began by 
Capt. Shirley witheut any aid from the 
Confederate government, but assisted by 
a few patriotic gentlemen, one of whom, 
living in our sister state, contributed 
710 000, and in honorof which the vessel 
took her name. Long after the frame 
work of the vessel was up, the gentleman 
alluded to by the Avalanche, and an- 
other named Black, both of whom were 
serving under Gen Polk above Memphis, 
applied for a detail, and at the request of 
Capt. Shirley were detailed to work on 
the Arkansas. Mr. Turner did work 
upon her as a ship carpenter, and after- 
wards went south, where he also was en- 
gaved upon a gunboat, we believe.

* TREASURY DEPARTMENT, August 2, 1567. 

‘* Sir: By the act of congress of Au- 
gust 30, 1852, the local inspectors are re- 
quired once in every year at least, to in- 
spect the hull, boilers, machinery, and 
equipments of each steamer in their re- 
spective districts, and when the inspec- 
tion in detail is completed, and the in- 
spectora approve of the vessel and her 
ejuipment throughout, they shall make 
and sonbscribe a certificate to the collector 
of the distriet, ete. The inspection and 
approval thus provided for includes the 
locked safety valves as well as all other 
equipments. It is at the option of the 
master or owner of any such steamer to 
apply any locked valve to his boilers that 
he may select, whether it be one of the 
five named in treasury circular No. 3, of 
June 1, 1867, or any other approved by 
the inspectors, as possessing equal merit. 
The powers and duties of papertanes in- 
spectors are clearly defined by the act of 
August 30, 1852, and you will aet in con- 
formity therewith in respect to the safety 
valves as well as in sake requirements 
of the laws.
